Pleasant and Profitable Meeting Held at 


Onterliurg on Tuesday. 


The teachers' meeting at the Oster-

our zealous county superintendent, re- 
sponded with an address replete with 
wit and wisdom. The basis of his more 
serious remarks was "Man, Matter, 
Method." We regret exceedingly that 
this earnest address could not be given 
in full. 
Some features of entertain- 


ment were then introduced—another 
selection by Hull's Quartet, a recita- 
tion by Miss Cleaver and a solo by Miss 
Bailey, all of which were much appre- 
ciated. 


The subject, "Centralization of the 


Eural Schools," was discussed by Prof. 
E H Ling, who gave a well-arranged, 
well-delivered and convincing presen- 
tation of the topic.

system of small, scattered,remote and, 
in many instances, lifeless schools.

veneration of the cow has ever formed 
an important part in all the religious 
rites and ceremonies of ancient times 
and it even exists to-day, almost in its 
original state, in some of the oriental 
countries. 
Among the Egyptians it 


first appeared during the second dy- 
nasty, about 4,000 B. C., and until the 
time of the Ptolemies, the sacred bull 
Apis was worshiped with the greatest 
veneration, as the incarnation of Osiris, 
the tutelar deity of the Egyptians. 
Magnificent temples were erected to 
the service of Apis, notably among 
them, the famous Apeum at Memphis, 
where several thousand specially or- 
dained priests eared for the sacred 
animal and administered the various 
rites and ceremonies pertaining to its 
worship. The cow-mother of Apis, as 
well as Isis his wife, was held in equal 
veneration and Strabo, the Roman his- 
torian, tolls us that a portion of the 
temple or Serapeum was set apart for 
their own special accommodation. All 
the actions of Apis were considered as 
oracular and the priests carefully 
watched all his movements, changes 
in appetite andother bovine caprices as 
omens of good or evil. At his death 
the male Egyptians shaved their heads 
and there was great mourning through- 
out the land, until the birth of a young 
Apis, when the mourning was changed 
into ribald joy and bacchanalian revel, 
ry. 
This revolting form of idolatry 


was introduced among God's chosen peo- 
ple by the Egyptians and Phceaicians 
at a very early period and became the 
curse of Israel. When the patriarch 
Jloses, in the sapphire glow of the 
Disrine Presence, descended from Mt. 
Sinai with the Tables of the Law and

LONDON, August 9 —King Edward 


was crowned at 13:30 o'clock to-day. 
With the placing of the crown upon 
his head signals flashed throughout the 
kingdom, artillery fired salute after 
salute and the bells made the whole 
city of London reverberate with accla- 
mations of joy. There was nothing to 
mar the occasion except that two 
of the royal carriages in the corona- 
tion procession collided in the Mall, 
slightly injuring Lord Edward Feld- 
ham Clinton.

How the People Are Itobbed.- 


Charles M. Schwab, president of the 


steel trust, testified before the United 
States industrial commission that ex- 
port prices were lower than domestic 
prices on the products of the steel trust 
The following is a verbatim extract 
from the records of the commission: 


Q. (By Mr. Jenkf) "I should like to 


go back for a moment to the question 
of lower export prices. You said that 
last year the export price was consid- 
erably lower than the price iu the 
United States. 
Would you give us 


definite figures?" 


A, "I have not them at hand, but it 


would vary with each article." 


CJ. "Suppose you take the case of 


steel rails, could you give us about 
the difference between export and 
home prices?" 


A. "I would have to make a guess. 


I do not know definitely. The export 
price was about S23 per ton." 


Q. "And the price here?" 
A. "Was $88 and 328 per ton." 
Q, "At the same time?" 
A. 
"At the same time." 


When it is remembered that the 


freight rate between Pittsburg-and Liv- 
erpool is approximately 85 per ton and 
that the $23 price in England includes 
the freight—in other words, that the 
steel trust pays that freight to Liver- 
pool and then sells it at $23 per ton, 
it will be evident to what extent the 
people are being robbed through the 
agency of a trust-making tariff.
